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Here is a piece which criticises our accepted notions of rhythm. Devoid of 
rhythmical excursions for the sake of variety, of rhythmical voids for the sake of 
harmonical speculation, without catering to notes, the idea it starts — it undeviatingly 
hammers upon to the end, vigorously objective. It is a pity the harmonization of it 
does not exist in print. 
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This sheet of music was obtained from Japan through the generosity of the 
Columbia Graphophone Co., who have a record of it (No. 2682) as played by a 
Japanese band.
